NEEDED TO GET NEW TAUT BENEFITS 


Washington. June 23.—Bearing a per- 


sonal plea for immediate action by con- 
gress to revise the banking and currency 
laws, that business may be 
aided 
in 


meeting tariff revision, President Wilson 
for the second time went to the house of 
representatives today 
and 
personally 


read his address on the subject to bo'.h 
tlie houses of congress assembled in joint 
session. 


Although shorn of some of the novelty 


that attended his first appearance, when 
he upset presidential trau.i.ons of more 
than a century, today's visit of the presi- 
dent to congress took on a. deeper signifi- 
cance. On his first visit he delivered a 
message, long anticipated, urging the ca1'- 
rying out, of the party's pledges for im- 
onediate revision of the tjiritl'. 


Was a Personal Appeal. 


His address today was an appeal to 


every member of tlie house ami senate 
to lay aside personal considerations and 
sacrifice comfort and even health, if nec- 
essary, to secure at o:icc a revision and 
reform of the nation's banking system. 
Only in that way. he declared, could the 
country secure the benefits of the tariff 
revision soon to be completed. 


"It is perfectly clear that it is our duty 


to supply the new banking and currency 
system the country needs and that it 
•will 
immediately 
need 
more. 
tlnn 


ever," said President Wilson. "Shall we 
hasten to change our tariff laws, and 
then be laggards nbout making it possi- 
ble and easy for the country to take ad- 
vantage of the change?

Holds Close Attention. 


The vigor and strength of his short 


message held the rigid attention of his 
large audience throughout its delivery. 


The president gave no direct, endorse- 


ment to the Glass currency bill, which is

ting in to hear President Wilson deliver 
his address to congress on currency re- 
form. 
Although the attendance had 


been rigidly limited to one card of ad- 
mission for each member of either bouse 
with provision for the president's fam- 
ily and the 
Cabinet circle, hundreds 


clamored for admission. 


Railings were occupied, guards placed 


in charge of the entrance and a "ticket 
chopper's" box installed, into which the 
tickets were thrown. 


The house and senate had agreed by n 


resolution to take a recess just before 
one o'clock and to assemble in joint ses- 
sion in the house chamber. 


Text of the Message. 


The complete tent of President Wil- 


son's message wafl as follows: 


"Mr. Speaker, Mr. President, Gentle- 


men of the Congress: 
It is under the 


compulsion of what seems to he a clear 
and impflrativr; 'duty that I have a sec- 
ond time this session sought the privilege 
of addressing you in person. 
1. know, 


of course, that the heated season of the 
year is upon us, that work in these 
chambers and .in the .committee rooms is 
likely to become a burden as the season 
lengthens; and that every consideration 
of personal, convenience 
and personal 


comfort, perhaps, in the cases of some 
of us, considerations of personal health 
even, dictate an early conclusion of the 
deliberations of the session; but there 
ore occasions of public duty when these 
things which touch us privately seem 
very small: when the work to be done 
is so pressing and so fraught with big 
consequence that we know that we are 
not at liberty to weigh against it any 
point of personal sacrifice. We are now 
in the presence of such an occasion. 
It 


in absolutely imperative that we would 
give the business men of this country 
a banking 
and 
currency 
system by 


means of which they can make use of 
the freedom of enterprise and of indi- 
vidual initiative which we arc about to 
bestow upon them. 


Must Have Tools of Action. 


"We are about tb Set them free; we 


must not leave them without the tools 
of action when they are free. 
We are 


about to set them free by removing the 
trammels of the protective tariff. 
Ever 


since the Civil war they have waited for 
this emancipation and for the free op- 
portunities it will bring with it. It has 
been reserved for us to give it to them.

Four and a Half Miles in 


West Wayne Heights 


to Be Let. 


NEWS OF CITY HALL 


After repeated futile attempts to get 


competitive bidding for the 
construc- 


tion of four and a half miles of sewers 
in West Wayne Heights iu the north- 
west part of the city, the board of pub- 
lic works IB hopeful of being able to 
make a legal award of contracts next 
Thursday night. 


These improvements have been up for 


bidding several times, but; no lettings 
could bo made because there 
was no 


competition in bidding. The board has 
word that outside contractors are pre- 
pared to come in to bid on this work 
and that they will be enabled to make 
an award and get the work under way. 


West Wayne Heights, once familiarly 


known as '"Hungry Hill," has had an 
extensive development in recent years. 
A good class of residences has been 
built and a progressive class of people 
has gone up there to make their homes. 
The district is without sewers and no 
part of the city is so much in need of 
underground drainage as this section. 


The board has plans for four and half 


miles of 
pipe sewers varying 
from 


twelvo to thirty-six inches. The scarc- 
ity of newer construction contractors in 
Fort Wayne has made it impossible to 
go ahead with a legal award of the 
work.

Effort Made to Get David Bundy, of 


Peru, Out of Penitentiary is Likely 


to Succeed Soon. 


Peru, Ind., June 23.—David Bundy, 


the Indian who a few years ago, was 
sentenced to the state prison at Mich- 
igan City to serve a term of from two 
to fourteen rears for alleged rape oh 
two small girls by the name of Kiss- 
man is soon to be a tree man. Joseph 
Vetow, for whom Bundy worked when 
in Peru, is making arrangements 
to 


bring' the prisoner hack to Peru and 
give him employment. 


Mr. Vetow has a letter from E. J. 


Fogarty, warden of the Michigan state 
prison, stating that Bundy will be re- 
leased as soon as employment is se- 
cured for him and as eoon as the ne- 
ccesary papers are returned to the 
prison the man will be given his liberty 
on parole. 


The case of Bundy attracted con- 


siderable attention when the crime with 
which he wa« charged was revealed. 
Mrs. Kissman, mother of the two chil- 
dren, was accused of abetting in the 
crime and she was sentenced to the 
woman's prison at Indianapolis, 
it is 


not believed any one has tried to inter- 
cede for her as her minimum sentence 
is passed and she may have been pa- 
roled.

After that date any seller sending a par- 
cel to a buyer may have the, cost of his 
article collected by the carrier or post- 
rnnatcr from the receiver and the money 
transmitted to himself and the package 
insured for or up to 5100 by the pay- 
ment of 10 cents extra, nhove the parcel 
post rates.

Elimination of "zones." 
Reduction of rate for Insuring pack- 


ages.

baseless—that dealers are 


guilty of short-weighting them. 


"To ascertain tho weight of or quan- 


tity of coal in a bin is a comparative 
simple matter of figures," said City 
Sealer C. 13. Tolan today. "The capac- 
ity of bins is'found by multiplying the 
uumbor of inches in the length, breadth 
und depth. Tho result will be tho num- 
ber of cubio inches contained^in the bin. 
Divide this by 2150.42, if the capacity itt 
bushels is required. If the number of 
pounds of coal is required, multiply the 
number of cubio feet in the bin by 68.1 
if *he coal ib anthracite and 52.5 if 
bituminous, these being the average 
number of pounds, respectively, in a 
cubic. The. contents of a bin cubic feet 
may be found by dividing the number of 
cubio inches by 1,720. 


."Coal will vary in weight according 


to its deiiHily, but the latter rule ia ac- 
curate enough for all practical purposes, 
us anthracite coal will average 34.4 
cubic feet and bituminous coal 38.1 
cuWo feet to the ton of 2,000 pounds. 


"Consumers of coal should ascertain 


tho capacity of their binds no that they 
may know with close approximation 
when their consignments are delivered 
whether or not they are up to weight 
Even where a bin is 
not filled the 


weight may be ascertained by tho for- 
mula I have given, 
Th« coal can ho 


leveled and Its depth In thn bin determ- 
ined,

Population Anxious for 


Universities 


OF 
HIGHER 
ORDER 


New York, June 23.—Six universities 


in Latin-American countries were estab- 
lished before the first one in the tcrritory 
that afterward became the United States. 
according to a bulletin of the bureau of 
education. 
The universities of Mexico 


and Lima were founded in 1551; Santo 
Domingo, 1558; Bogota, 1572; Cordob* 
1613, and Sucre, 1023. 


Just as in colonial New England, the 


teaching of theology was the original 
purpose of the universities in Spanish 
America. 
The church was the 
priruo 


mover in their establishment. Civil and 
carron law w.-re both taught, luit the lat- 
ter predominated. There was usually a 
professorship of medicine in these uni- 
versities, but the most important faculty 
was that of theology. 
These coloni.il 


universities also were clerical in their 
government; the professor* wen- almost 
exclusively members of tli- priesthood. 


Another group of Latin-American uni- 


versities sprang into existence in the era 
of independence, typifying a developing 
sense of national unity. 
Among such are 


the University of Buenos Ayres (1R21I. 
HIP University of Trojillo in Peru (1S21), 
[he University of Arequij.n 
I1B3SI find 


the institution at Medolin in Colombia 
(1822). 
En Bra7.il the university idea 


did not at first find favor; instead indc- 
nendent professional »rhnoi« for medicine 
ind law were established. 


In modern times there has been a re- 


markable, development of higher educa- 
tion 
in 
Spanish-American 
countries. 


'The-ro is an iiTimistnknhle tendency in 
Natiin-America 1" incrense the number of 
higher education:! 1 institutions." snys Dr. 
E. K. Brandon, author of the bulletin, 
"although conditions, economic and oth- 
erwise, do not nlwnys warrant the nsw 
foundations. 
Xe\\- renters of population 


are zealous to complete their attractive- 
ness by adding a university to their civic 
advantages. 
The national barriers tb,it 


divide many South American countrios 
into dhitinct regions and the very great 
difficulties of travel and communication 
between the capital and the provinces 
have sometimes led to t.he establishment 
of minor universities when the total uni- 
versity population and the financial con- 
ditions of the country were inadequate 
to support more than one. 


"The support of these provincial uni- 


versities is a sever? burden on the na- 
tional treasury and present* disadvan- 
tages of an educational order, but the 
regions they serfe are remote from the 
chief university center of their respective 
countries, and thnir suppression would 
entail great hardship on the.youth that 
frequent them. In many cases it would 
be a national misfortune.''
